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Israeli soldiers kill 
2 youths in Jericho

JERICHO, Occupied West Bank — 
Israeli soldiers killed two Palestinian 
youths Wednesday as fury over the 
Hebron mosque massacre spread to 
Jericho, where the PLO plans to set 
up its headquarters under a peace plan 
with Israel. 

As part of an effort to curb the 
bloodletting, security forces disarmed 
seven extremist Jewish settlers in the 
occupied territories and banned them 
from Palestinian areas. 

That was a radical move for the 
Israelis. But it’s unlikely to placate 
Palestinians demanding the removal 
of Jewish settlements from the territo- 
ries and international protection. 

Militant Palestinians called for 
revenge attacks. 

In Jericho, a normally peaceful 
town, the trouble flared when 400 
Palestinians, some waving black 
flags, protested Friday’s massacre of 
Palestinian worshippers by a Jewish 
settler in Hebron. Protesters stoned 
army vehicles and a. police station, 
and troops on rooftops opened fire at 
youths, who were using slingshots. 

One teen-ager was killed in the 
shooting and about 20 people were 
injured, including Saeb Erakat, head 
of the PLO’s negotiating team, who 
was slightly wounded in the leg. 

Chanting “revenge! revenge!” the 
teen-ager’s family grabbed the body 
from an ambulance. They wrapped it 


in a Palestinian flag and catried it 


through the rubble-strewn streets to a 
cemetery for burial. 

The marchers called for Jews to be 
killed. One placard read: “You will 
not live’ on our land. You will not fly 
in our sky.” ' 


. In Hebron, a 17-year-old Palestinian 
was shot dead and 33 Arabs were 
injured by soldiers. 

At least 13 Palestinians were 
wounded by gunfire in scattered 
stone-throwing clashes with troops in 
the Gaza Strip, hospitals reported. 

Wednesday’s fatalities raised the 
death toll since Friday to at least 66, 
including at least 30 men and boys 
massacred in the Hebron mosque 
Friday. : 

All but three of those killed were 
Arabs. More than 400 people have 
been wounded. 

Officials at Tel Hashomer hospital 
near Tel Aviv said an 8-year-old Gaza 
girl shot in the head by troops Feb. 2 
died of her wounds Wednesday. 

The Gaza-based Muslim fundamen- 
talist Hamas movement called for all- 
out revenge for the mosque massacre, 
heightening Israeli unease amid mili- 
tary warnings that Arab reprisal 
attacks are likely. 

The government put its embassies 
and citizens abroad on alert. Rabin’s 
terrorism adviser, Yigal Pressler, 
urged Israelis with gun permits to 
carry their weapons at all times. 

Hamas called for a “holy liberation 
war’ against Israel and exhorted the | 
million Arabs living in Israel to 
avenge those killed in the mosque. 

It appealed to the 1.8 million Arabs 
in the occupied territories to wage “an 
armed revolution that can reach 
Israeli buses and Israeli-populated 
areas inside Israel because our blood 
is not cheaper than theirs.” 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat’s 
Fatah faction in Hebron issued 
leaflets saying its activists will 
“resume attacks against the Zionist 
enemy with all their streiigth.

Gerner said the United States continues to give aid to 
Israel, even though Israel continues to violate Palestinians’ 
human rights. 

Keeping Israel strong is an important national interest of 
the United States, she said, and so Congress continues to 
fund Israel. The United States gives $1,000 of foreign aid 
per year to each Jew in Israel, Gerner said. As a contrast, 
the foreign aid the United States gives to Africa amounts 
to 5 cents per person, she said. eae

“He was an apostle of the Lord, but 
his most cherished titles. were friend, 
counselor, father and husband,” John 
Ashton said. 

He said his father had given many 
sermons over the pulpit at the

The physical separation between Israelis and Palestinians 
is maintained by the Israeli government because some con- 
servative Jews want Palestinians to disappear, Gerner said. 

Although Israel is officially bilingual, most street signs, 
official forms, and applications are written only in 
Hebrew, Gerner said. Phone lines, water, and electricity 
often go past small Palestinian villages to reach Jewish 
settlements, she said. Israel has increased its purchasing of 
occupied land since the historic signing of the Oslo peace ” 
accords last Sept. 13, she said. : 

In theory, all citizens have equal rights, Gerner said. But 
in reality, Palestinians are excluded from equal opportuni- 
ties in housing, education. and politics, she said.

“He had a 
remarkable rapport with the youth and 
the troubled. He. was a caring coun- 
selor to all.” 

Elder Ashton led the crusade to 
establish a nondenominational chapel 


at the Utah State Prison, President 
Monson said. 

Elder Ashton attended his regular 
meetings the day beforé he died on 
Friday of complications’ from a blood 
disease. The burial following the ser- 
vice was at Larkin Sunset Lawn in 
Salt Lake City. 


Provo officials consider $6 million Olympic skating rink

Provo City is trying to determine whether a $6 
million ice skating practice rink in downtown 
Provo, which may be built for the Winter Olympics 
in 2002, could eventually pay for itself. 

Either Orem or Provo has been promised the rink 
if the Salt Lake City Olympic Bid Committee wins 
the bid for the 2002 Winter Olympics, according to 
a tepresentative from the committee. Communities 
surrounding Salt Lake City, like Ogden, Patk City 
and Provo, have offered to support the event by 
providing accommodations and building facilities, 
said Dennis Hall, Provo City Council member. 

The Salt Lake Olympic committee has offered

either Provo or Orem $3 million to begin construc- 
tion on the rink. Possible sites for the rink include a 
lot near the power plant in Provo. The lot is current- 
ly a storage unit for the power plant. 

“The rink would include a stadium that could be 
used as a quazi-convention center,” Hall said. “The 
only other place big enough to hold conventions in 
Provo is the Marriott Center, which holds 22,500 
people. Provo could really use a big facility like this 
ice rink. It really is a prime location.” 

The question some city council members have is 
whether the rink would be self-funding after the 
Olympics are over. Ice skating stadiums in Salt 
Lake City have not been able to generate enough 
money to pay for their own bills, said Albert 
Kanahele, assistant director of economic. develop- 


ment in Provo. 

There will be an account set up after the Olympics 
are over to help fund the upkeep of the facilities 
built for the games, Kanahele said. That account 
will be established through the International 
Olympic committee, he said. About $40 million 
will be set aside to maintain all of those facilities, 
he said. ; : 

“But skating and hockey are two of the fastest 
growing sports in the United States,” Kanahele said. 
“There are two outdoor ice skating rinks in Provo 
now, and they are generally very crowded.” 

“If the city can build the facility with Olympic 
money, it would be a win-win situatién for every- 
one,” Hall said. “Everyone wants the stadium built, 
as long as they don’t have to pay for it.” 
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3 men arrested in Brooklyn murder case 


NEW YORK — Threemen were arrested Wednesday in the shooting attack 
on a van of Hasidic students that left one young man brain dead and another 
critically wounded, and stoked fears of Mideast terrorism in the-city’s streets. 

Police didn’t disclose any motive for the attack, which came four days after a 
Jewish settler from Brooklyn massacred at least 30 Muslims ata mosque on the 
Israeli occupied West Bank. : : 

The suspects were arrested within a day of the’shooting. The first suspect was 
identified as Rashad Baz, 28, of Brooklyn, who came into the United States in 
1984 on a’student visa from Lebanon. 5 

Police Commissioner William Bratton said he was the lone gunman who 
strafed the van with.bullets on Tuesday. 

The other two suspects — Hlai Mohammad, 32, and Bassam Reyati, 27, also 
of Brooklyn — were charged with hindering prosecution and weapons posses- 
sion. 

During a search of Baz’s Brooklyn home, investigators found a cache of 
weapons, including a submachine gun, a fully loaded shotgun known asa 
“street sweeper,” a’silencer and a stun gun, authorities said. 

The blue.car used in the attack was found in a body shop. Shells were foun 
in the car, and that helped policé locate the,suspect, police said. :

Earthquake aids income decline in J anuary 


WASHINGTON — The California earthquake contributed to the worst 
decline in Americans’ incomes in a year in January, while the brutal winter of 
1994 helped send new home sales plummeting more than they have in nearly 
14 years. 

But the Commerce Department also reported Wednesday that consumer 
spending rose for the 10th straight month at a rate that matched December’s 
increase. i 

Economists said the signs point to slower economic growth, although Mother 
Nature is making:matters look worse than’they are. 

“J think after you brush all the disasters aside, the economy is still generating 
-'a fair amount of income,” said Sandra Shaber, an economist with the WEFA 
. Group outside of Philadelphia. 

She noted that the most important component of the income category — 
« wages and salaries — actually rose a healthy 1 percent in January to $3.19 tril- 

lion. 


Favor for Clinton’s health plan is declining 


WASHINGTON — The timing couldn’t be better for this week’s Republican 
health care summit: Support for President Clinton’s reform plan is cracking if 
not crumbling, both in Congress and among the American public, and 
Democrats aren’t quite sure how to proceed. : 

But don’t expect Republicans to step into the vacuum and seize the momen- 
tum in the health care debate. 

Although they are convening Thursday and Friday for a health care retreat, 
Republicans are no closer to resolving deep policy and political disputes than 
before. 


Democrats are hardly of a single mind in the complex debate either. But with. 


the White House and Congress in their control, and a keen understanding of 
health care’s potential political power, the Democrats promise to eventually 
settle their myriad differences and deliver a victory to Clinton come fall. 


Poll says minorities experience prejudices 


NEW YORK — Minority groups have widespread prejudices toward each 
other while*sharing’ animosity toward whites, according toa poll released 
Wednesday by a major ecumenical group. 

The poll found “a yawning gulf between white. and minority group percep- 
tions about America,” said the group founded in 1927 as the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews. 

Eight in 10 blacks in the poll believe their race lacks the opportunities 
enjoyed by whites. Six in 10 Hispanics and nearly as many Asian-Americans 
feel the same. : 

“Each minority group feels the others have been discriminated against, too, 
=while most whites say minorities have equal opportunities, the poll found. 

« “It’s a loud and strong ‘and clear message to white America that you think 
things’ are better than your neighbors do,” said Karl Berolzheimer of the 

National Conference,.as the group now calls itself.

What musical genre best describes 
your band’s style of music? I think 
that we are eclectic — it ranges from 
country to reggae to folk to rock. You 
can’t put a label on it. 

What was your break? Was it 
when Arista Records signed you 
on? We had a lot of interest from two 
other labels who were very, very 
interested in us but we decided to go 
with Arista because they are a big fan 


of Christmas music. But they didn’t 


have as much Christmas music as 
they said they did. They said they had 
a department for Christmas music and 
they didn’t — they lied. They tried to 
get us with their Christmas tactic. 
W.A.R.? came along and let us do our 


‘Christmas music and our real music. 


We started out playing Christmas 
music. 

Do you continue to incorporate 
visual aspects during your concerts 
and do they complement your 
music? Yes. Very random (visuals). 
I think they do (complement) because 
music doesn’t have to just be an audio 
thing — we are not very pretentious 
on stage for posers so if people get 
bored with us they can look at the 
movies and it kind of adds an artistic 
aspect.

Kerrigan losing golden girl image

BOSTON. — Days after losing out 
on a gold medal, figure skater Nancy 
Kerrigan is trying not to lose her 
golden image. 

While waiting to be awarded the sil- 
ver medal Friday, Kerrigan was heard 
complaining that gold medalist 
Oksana Baiul.of Ukraine was delay- 
ing the award ceremony. While sitting 
next to Mickey Mouse at a Disney 
World parade Sunday, she was 
recorded saying, “This is so corny, 
this is so dumb. I hate it. This is the 
most corny thing I’ve ever done.” ' 

Those remarks — plus her criticism 
of figure skating judges, her boasting 
that her performance was flawless and 
her skipping of the Olympic closing 
ceremonies — threatened to sully her 


Snow White image and dim her mar- 


keting appeal. 

On Tuesday, a Kerrigan spokesman 
tried some damage control. 

Dewey Blanton of ProServ issued a 
statement Tuesday night saying 
Kerrigan was disappointed at the 
“negative reaction and misinterpreta- 
tion some of her recent comments had 
received.” 

Of the remark about Baiul, Kerrigan 
said: “I was afraid the crowd was los- 
ing its enthusiasm and was starting to 
leave. It was not meant as a slight 
toward Oksana.” 

Of the “corny” comment, she said: 
“I was not saying that the parade was 
corny or dumb. I enjoyed it. tremen- 
dously. Riding down Main Street with 
Mickey Mouse — what could be bet- 
ter than that? 

“What I was commenting on to my 
mother was her insistence that I wear 
my medal during the parade. Since I 
was a little girl, I was told not to brag. 
I was afraid that it might look like 
bragging, and I’m not comfortable 
with that.” 

Sports analysts and public relations 
specialists say she hasn’t done herself 
irreparable harm — at least not yet. 

“Those comments she made were 
relatively low-key,” said Larry: Unes, 
a Chicago-based talent consultant 
who links celebrities with advertising 
agencies. “The glow that she left is 
going to supersede anything that is 
going to be construed as negative.” 

“T think that Americans are so fasci- 
nated by Nancy Kerrigan and Tonya 
Harding and the whole Nancy 
Kerrigan story that she can do no 
wrong right now,” said Kim Bartel, 
an assistant professor of mass com- 
munications and public relations at 
Boston University.

‘Four Corners’ virus 
found in deer mice

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. 
Hantavirus has been discovered in 
deer mice in Pinon Canyon where 
Fort Carson soldiers train, Army post 
officials confirmed Wednesday. 

Of 130 deer mice tested, six tested 
positive to the virus, according to a 
study conducted by the Army 
Environmental Hygiene Agency, 
based in Aurora. 

A Fort Carson physician, Lt. Col. 
Garry Matteson, urged soldiers to 
avoid contact with deer mice, but 
stressed that the danger of human 
infection is slight. 

“The bottom line is we have not 
identified any human disease at Pinon 
Canyon, and so far the risk is zero,” 
Matteson said. I suspect the virus has 
been there for awhile. It Bs been 
there all along.” 

Matteson admonished woltcrs to 
keep their sleeping bags away from 
rodent burrows and old buildings 
where rodents may be found. 

The hantavirus, which causes severe 
respiratory distress and can be fatal, 
was first identified last spring in the 
Four Corners area where Arizona, 
New Mexico, Utah and Colorado 
meet. 

Hantavirus cases since have been 
found in 17 states, including 
Colorado, according to figures 
released last week by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention in 
Atlanta.

Retirement funds provide 
way to save money tax-free 


What are the four main problems 

_ today ? You earn it, they tax it. 2) 

You spend it, they tax it. 3) You 

save it, they tax it. 4) You die, they 
tax it. 

We’ve got to find a way to mini- 
mize the effects of taxes — the 
most powerful threat to our money. 
The government has provided a 
way to avoid taxes legally while 
saving for retirement. 
How? By using 
401Ks, IRAs, Keoghs 
and other retirement 

* plans. 
Investing 
Retirement 

A 401K is a pen- 
sion plan offered by an employer. 
An Individual Retirement Account 
(IRA) is for people not eligible for 
a company pension plan (like a 
401K). A Keogh is a private pen- 
sion plan for the self-employed. 

These plans are tax favored. This 
means contributions to the plan are 
paid with pretax dollars or are tax- 
deductible, and all earnings grow 
tax deferred — reinvested into your 
account untaxed. 

That means money you would 
have paid in taxes is still in your 
account earning interest for you. 
It’s like an interest-free loan from 
the government.to help you accu- 
mulate more money for retirement. 

- That’s a big deal. 

The money invested in an IRA or 
401K can be put into a variety of 
different accounts. A good 401K 
will offer at least five investment 
options. These vary in risk from a 
speculative small company growth 
fund to a conservative government 
securities fund, as well as a guaran- 
teed fixed-rate account for people 
who can’t or shouldn’t handle much 
risk. 

For example, with a $150 monthly 

-investment, the purchaser can 
decide to put 50 percent into a 
growth oriented mutual fund, 25 
percent into an aggressive growth 
fund and 25 percent into a govern- 
ment bond fund. And the purchaser 
can move the money from one fund 
to another in.the account at any 
time — usually free of charge. 

The only problem with these 
retirement vehicles is when money 
is withdrawn it is taxed as ordinary 
income. And if it’s withdrawn 
before age 59 1/2 it’s taxed as ordi- 
nary income plus a 10 percent 
penalty. So only put money you'll 
never touch until retirement in these 
plans.

Old Foe/New Friend? 

In the past, cash-value life insur- 
ance has been used to accumulate 
money tax deferred, with the option 
to withdraw money from the 
account tax free. The problem is 
insurance has historically delivered 
terrible rates of return. So even 
though the tax benefits are better 
than some IRA-type vehicles, the . 
low rates of return 
have made it a bad 
deal. 

Variable life 
insurance may 
change that. A vari- 
able universal life 
insurance policy is 
basically a portfolio of different 
mutual funds wrapped with term 
life insurance. It can be a good 
choice because it. provides. the 
diversification and returns of mutu- 
al funds, as well as some significant 
tax benefits. 

With an IRA-type retirement plan 
you get tax deductible contributions 
and tax-deferred growth. With an 
insurance plan you get tax-deferred 
growth and tax-free withdrawals 
and policy loans. 

Both plans offer tax-deferred 
growth. So the question is, would 
you rather have tax-deductible 
investments or tax-free liquidation? 

For example, if you invest $2,000 
a year for 30 years you would have 
invested a total of $30,000. At 12 
percent annual return that money 
would grow to approximately 
$500,000. Simply put, would you 
rather pay taxes on the $30,000 
when you put it in or the $500,000 
when you take it out? That’s not a 
trick question. Of course we’d 
rather pay taxes on the $30,000 
(forego the tax deductibility) and 
take the $500,000 tax free. 

Most variable universal life 
(VUL) insurance policies give the 
purchaser five to 10 different mutu- 
al fund choices — similar to a 
401K. 

A person purchasing a VUL for 


$150 a month should pay about $20 


for the term insurance (depending 
on age, health, etc.) and $130 will 
be invested. And a VUL with good 
mutual fund sub-accounts can go 
head-to-head with the best IRA 
because of the ability to liquidate 
the accumulation tax free. 

But watch out, some insurance 
companies charge excessive fees — . 
find out how much of your payment 
is actually going into the invest- 
ment.

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Peace short-lived; Serbs intensify offensive in Bosnia

‘ SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— The prospects for peace proved 
short-lived Wednesday when Bosnian 
Serbs answered the world’s appeals 
for an end to fighting by pounding 
Muslim enclaves, blocking relief con- 
voys and violating the Sarajevo'cease- 
fire. 

Bosnian Serb artillery hammered the 
Muslim enclave of Maglaj in northern 
Bosnia, where 19,000 refugees have 
been under siege most of the past 
year. Troops pressed an offensive 
against the northwestern Bihac pock- 
et. 

U.N. spokesman Lt. Col. Bill 
Aikman said Serb artillery fired on 
the Muslim town of Breza north of 
Sarajevo from just outside the 13-mile 
exclusion zone around the capital. 

U.N. officials also said Serbs fired 
three rocket-propelled grenades 
Wednesday at Bosnian positions 
around the Jewish cemetery in down- 
town Sarajevo. 

They quoted Serbs as telling the 
United Nations that they did so 
because Muslim-led government 
forces were reinforcing their trenches 
in violation of the U.N.-sponsored 
cease-fire reached three weeks ago. 

Russian troops are in the Jewish 
Cemetery on the Serb side, French 
soldiers are on the Bosnian side, and 
“tensions are certainly increased in 
that area,” Aikman said. 

U.N. officials had suggested they 
would get tough with Serbs to ensure 
smooth movement of relief convoys, 
but two of them remained stranded 
Wednesday. 


Kris Janowski, spokesman for the 
U.N. High. Commissioner for 
Refugees in Sarajevo, said a convoy 
for Sarajevo, blocked since Monday 
by Serb women, was still stuck at 
Hadzici, 10 miles from Sarajevo. 

Another convoy for Maglaj was 
stranded in Zenica, and it may take 
two or three days before permits are 
approved by the Serbs to proceed 
through a half-mile of Serb territory 
past the last Croat checkpoint at 
Brankovici, Janowski said. 

Serb, Muslim and Croat leaders all 
have signed accords pledging free 
passage for aid convoys, but they 
have been ignored repeatedly, espe- 
cially by Serb commanders. 

Maglaj depends almost entirely on 
airdropped aid, which is risky to 
retrieve from combat zones and often 
does not reach intended recipients. 
The town has received no land con- 
voys since October. 

Bosnian radio said Serbs fired 300 
tank, howitzer and mortar rounds at 
Maglaj early Wednesday, and that at 
least two people had been killed the 
previous 24 hours. The United 
Nations could not confirm details of 
the attack. 

Serbs also stepped up their offensive 
against Bihac in Bosnia’s northwest 
corner, where Serbs support a small 
Muslim faction that has declared 
autonomy from the Sarajevo govern- 
ment. 

Fighting .was reported on the 
Muslim-Serb frontline northeast of 
Bihac, particularly in the village of 
Spahici, said Capt. Oliver Barnay, a 
spokesman for the U.N. French battal- 
ion in the pocket.
